Recently I have had some discussion with Chuck about the fox hunt, in 
particular about strategy and techniques. He said it would be helpful 
to the group if I posted some of them. That isn't really my style, but 
here goes anyhow. This is going to be too long, also not my style, but 
you all know how to skip a message. Of course there are two problems: 
the hunter and the fox. 


fox: Here, I can only describe what I did in the one go at being fox. 


I used a memory keyer with four short messages: (ok, it is ancient, but 
it works) 


1. LETS GO FOX W5TFB K this one is for gaps [no calls for >30 
seconds ] 

2. R TU FOX K when a contact finished and some callers 

3. FOX DE W5TFB K when 2 gets no calls 

4. TX JACK 288 K the exchange. ok, I know I'm 282, so sue me 


I kept my code speed at about 22 wpm and never repeated anything. 
Never. Of course I did if asked. 


I answered the first call I could get enough out of to make it unique: 
for example, say WOPQR called, and I got ?0PQ?, and no one better, I 
replied ?@PQ <rst> #4. If (and this was rare) OPQR didn't come back 
then I hit #3 to catch someone else, possibly WOPQR again. I NEVER 
answered anyone who either sent my call or sent their call more than 
once if I had any other choice. For example, if W1IRST was clear but did 
that, and ?0PQ? just sent her call once, then I went for the weaker 
station who was using I think is good procedure. Even if I don't 
remember my number I do know my call and certainly don't want to hear it 
80 times. Of course, at the end of the WOPQR exchange I did send her 
call to confirm a complete exchange. 


I think the key here is to not wait until you have the call down 
correctly, and to answer the very first call, not a repeat. Go with 
enough of a fragment to identify the hunter and get the call next go. 
After all, there is economics on your side: it is to the hunters 
interest that you (the fox) have the call right, so you can be sure that 
will happen. If you wait any longer you encourage multiple sending of 
calls, and the pileup degenerates so quickly you won't know what hit 
you. You might as well pull the plug and go watch TV. 


Some other minor things: my radio jumps around (the TenTec PTO 
problem), but it really helps if you can stay on one frequency. 
However, do move to get out from under that awful fax signal on 7038, 
and avoid 7040 which has a BC carrier on it. There is nothing you can 
do about the QRM, and don't keep sending QRL! They can't hear you or 
don't care. Just move a little. 


hunter: All I can say really comes from how I react to the hunters as 
fox, and turn that around. There are some general guidelines, though. 


a. Don't send anything at all unless you are sure the previous exchange 

is finished and you are sure you can hear the fox. Do not guess 
here. 

Then send your call exactly once, even if everyone else is sending 
their 

call over and over. 


b. If there is a pileup then move off frequency a few Hz. It helps to 
know what sort of radio the fox is using to know which way. In any 
event, find a clearer frequency and try there. Remember, you have 
a long time. 


c. If a hunter scores while off the foxes frequency then tail-end 
there. 


d. I£ you think the fox came back to you but are not sure (and this 
happens more often than not), then go ahead and send the exchange. 
Since you have QSK, you will know when to stop. 


e. Oh, by the way, have QSK. At 5 watts there is no possible reason 
for not having the ability to hear between dits. Use it. 


f. Don't ever repeat anything at all. Example: terrible: 
W5TFB DE WOPQR WOPQR RST 347 347 MN MN ANGELA ANGELA 1001 1001 QSL? 
BK 
better: WOPQR 347 MN ANGIE 1001 WOPQR K (if the fox got your call 
right then leave off the second; however, the first is necessary) 


g. Send at whatever speed you send well. Speed is of no importance 


here.

lost me. You just immediately stop and wait your turn again. 


Same for his doing a C or YES to a QRL? on freq. You can 
pause when a station starts up on frequency during the QSO. 
It will happen. Also when you start a CQ after doing a QRL? 
and hear another station start back up in the middle of a 
QSO. You simply stop and QSY. No problem. 


Again, thanks Jack for posting. We all learned something.

Having been an Electrical Engineer working with a Utility company in the 
UK, I was taught to verify the test set before AND AFTER testing a 
system. 


The test sets were a pair of insulated probes, joined with a double 
insulated flexible cable with a lamp at one end and fuses in each probe. 
On 3 phase systems you could tell the difference between phase to neutral 
and phase to phase voltages by the glow on the lamp and, with a bit of 
practice, the difference between load and a fault when testing across 
terminals before re-installing a fuse. You would not want to replace a 


600A fuse onto a phase to phase short circuit standing just a foot or so 
from an open 415V AC main connector board! 


As far as QRP Tube rigs go, I would definitely want to make sure that the 
voltmeter was working before and after any tests on the HT, as it is 
possible that a fault may have drawn enough current briefly to blow the 
internal fuse and you may, or may not, have noticed the quick "kick" as 
it did so........... (Digital meters are even worse for this, in my 
experience, as the display takes a while to update!) 


DC systems, like the 110 or 240 Volt DC systems used to open and close 
the High Voltage switches in main substations were just as dangerous, as 
there is no zero crossing point where the arc can be extinguished as you 
replaced or removed a fuse. So don't get over confident with DC systems 
either! 


I received my QRP Q the other week as well, and have been enjoying 
reading it, (is it me, or does Nils make more sense on here than on page 
22?) 


One question is bugging me at present, and I've already tried looking in 
the usual reference sources such as the ARRL handbook for the answer, 
concerning how to calculate the inductance needed for centre loaded 
verticals. The aerial that I am planning to build for portable QRP use 
is based upon a design in the RSGB Radio Communication Handbook (Fifth 
Edition, Page 14.22, if you have a copy of this book) for an all-band 
portable aerial. The design uses a centre loading coil for 40M and a 
separate one for 80/160M. Now, I am considering adding a capacity hat to 
the design which will, of course, alter the required inductance for the 
loading coil. The original design was for the ‘old' HF bands and does 
not cover 30/17/12M. 


What I need is a formula for calculating the inductance of the centre 
loading coil. I guess that the variables will be the frequency to be 
used, the length of the upper and lower elements and the amount of top 
loading capacitance involved? Even a few rules-of-thumb would be useful 
as I would like to make the 40M coil match for 30M (with a tapping point 
maybe) and to see what alteration I would need to make for the 160/80M 
coil when adding a top loading capacity hat, the theory says that it will 
reduce the inductance required, but by how much?

Guys, 


I've just completed building the Digital Dial designed and sold by Mike 
Gipe, K1MG. 


It's such a neat little accessory, you may be interested. As dials go, 
it's inexpensive, about $30 plus shipping. The digits are large 1/2 digits 
that are easy to read. It normally reads in KHz with 100 Hz resolution, 
but it has a MHz button in case you forget which band you're on. It's also 
a digital clock so you can check the exact time of your contacts. It has 
several offsets available, so you can use one dial with several radios if 
you wish, or with a multi-band radio. (of course, it's also a frequency 
counter) 


I built it in 3 or 4 hours. The board is top quality. It's double sided, 
screen printed and solder masked with plated through holes. It uses a 
microprocessor with 68 pins, an 8 pin chip, 4 transisters and a voltage 
regulator plus related capacitors, resisters, etc. So there is a lot of 
soldering to do. There are a few places that are rather tight, so a small 
tip iron is a must, and it helps to be an experienced solderer. 


There are a couple of test steps during the assembly, which I found 
helpful. At least when the test was OK I knew, "So far,so good". The 
tests bolstered my confidence that things were going right. 


The manual is pretty close to a Heathkit manual. You are instructed to 
install a few similar parts, then solder the leads and clip them off. -- 
Just the way I like to do it. This enables you to inspect the solder 
joints in small groups, and it helps keep the components separated and 
straight in your mind. (I just dumped them in a pile, sorted a few and 
started slobbering. Had a few left over, but what the heck, the thing 
works fine!) 


The final step is a complete check of all of the functions. They all 
worked with no problems. 

I assembled this dial for a friend, and haven't put it in a rig, yet, but 
It works so well that I can see it used in a lot of situations..

Thanks for the hints, a couple of comments for the N/T+ gang. 


This sounds intimiating, and it can be overwhelming. A couple of thoughts 
and ideas for N/T+ foxii 


1) get an elmer to sit behind you for the first one, I x*xTOTALLYx froze 
when a quiet band became bedlam on my first CQ FOX. Having someone to 
backme up, coach a little, etc. really helped the first time. By the 4th 
QSO I was ok, but 30 min later I lost it in the middle of a callsign. All 
Larry E. did was say ‘wasn't that xxxx' and I was back in the saddle. 


2) DON'T worry about speed, send what you can recieve comfortably. 
Everybody out there wants to help really bad. They will slow down, get out 
the SK or even clip leads to key slowly for you. I think I started about 
2.001 wpm :-) 


3) That bedlam I mentioned, its 5+ call signs all at once. Pick a tone 
(the strongest, or the funny warbly one, or what ever.. pick one and get a 


letter or two. After you get even one letter, say <S> (this is subliminal 
programming de WA7SSA.. :-) respond w/ <?s kn>. That same bedlam will 
disappear while everyone waits for the ?s station to have a shot. This 


phenomenon never ceased to amaze me BUT the minute you call again LOOK OUT :-) 


4) If your the hunter, listen to 3-4-or5 exchanges, get it all down, and 
then make your call. If your the FOX you WILL use <qrs> and <?> a lot... 
so what every one is rooting for you. 


5) beg, borrow, or steal a memory keyer for your turn as the fox. makes 
an amazing difference to get the 5 sec. mental break during the exchange or 
during the call. And yes, you can use a memory keyer with a straight key 
!!! I did for the first 5 turns as the N/T+ fox cause I could not use the 
paddles yet. 


6) DO IT !! The way Chuck has set up the N/T+ fox is really neat, you will 
get on the air a bunch, because there are 20-30 people who will spend 2-4 
hrs every week searching for you. The improvement is dramatic, the 
benefits are rapid because of the repeated exposure to tough conditions... 
Go for it 


7) Although I appreciate the hints given Jack, As a N/T I personnally 
needed a 2x2 call to get the call many times. Also the exchange, 
end-to-end, went faster for me if it included repeats eg. (lower case him, 
caps me..)

This is a question aimed at the contesters in the group. As 
I get more involved in contesting and (I hope) better at it, 
I find myself needing basic info which seems to be hard to 
find.

I think you've already found it, Dave. Stick with TRlog. It doesn't need 
a fast PC or lots of memory, and can handle most of the QRP contests as well 
as the biggies. It can't handle 'scoring' the little club contests, though. 
I have LOGic-4 for my main logging database, and it CAN handle any (like 
ANY) wierd scoring or duping parameters you want. It's based on FoxPro and 
is a full-blown dBase program, customized for ham radio. I think TRlog is 
the easiest to use for contesting, I've switched to it after using CT for 
the last 5 years.

A ‘dupe sheet' is a list of all the callsigns you worked in the contest.

Covered above. Write the ARRL and send for their SS log sheets and a paper 
dupe sheet. You'll be amazed at the slick way they have of putting calls on 
paper by call area and suffix, you really can do it on paper ‘'real-time'.. 


I'd stick with TRlog. All you do is hit ENTER to send CQ, type in a call, 
hit ENTER to send him your exchange, type in his exchange, hit ENTER to log 
it and send CQ again! Can't get any easier than that.. There is a 
schematic for an opto-coupled keying circuit on my web site that will let 
you keep RF out of the PC port, only has 4 parts.
